MANY CONTRACTORS SUBMIT 
ESTIMATES FOR BUILDING NEW 
COUNTY HOSPITAL AT BERES- 
FORD AT MEETING MONDAY. 


The county supervisors’ chamber at 
the Redwood City courthouse was 
crowded with contractors Monday 
when the county officials opened bids 
on the work of constructing the new 
county hospital which is to be erected 
at Beresford. Forty-eight firms sub¬ 
mitted bids on various branches of 
the construction. 

The estimates were submitted under 
the different classifications of work- 
general, plumbing, brick and terra 
cotta, electrical, heating and ventilat¬ 
ing, and for the painting. 

After the bids had all been opened 
and the figures carefully gone over by 
Architect W. H. Toepke, the board, 
acting on the suggestion of the latter, 
decided to retain the two lowest esti¬ 
mates submitted for each contract to 
taken under consideration. A spe¬ 
cial meeting of the board will be held 
■ext Monday morning, when the con¬ 
tracts will be awarded.

The Welfare and Public Health 
Service of San Mateo county has made 
public announcement of the adoption 
j of a new program of activities. 

A “Preventorium” for boys from 5 
to 13 years of age has been opened 
on Poplar avenue and C street, San 
Mateo. Upon this home the Welfare 
and Public Health Service will largely 
concentrate its efforts. 

Officials of the service state in this 
! connection: 

“We wish, however, to announce 
that we shall continue to maintain 
our dental clinics at 207 Second ave¬ 
nue, San Mateo, on Mondays and 
Fridays, from 9 a. m. to 12 m., and at 
Daly City Tuesdays, from 9 a. m. to 
1 12 m. Here children of families who 
are temporarily reduced financially 
may receive treatment free, or by pay¬ 
ing according to the income of the 
family.” 

The Welfare and Public Health 
Service will receive at its office, 207 
Second avenue, San Mateo, application 
for guidance and aid or reports of 
caseB for investigation, where the 
case can be distinctly classed as pre¬ 
ventive tuberculosis work. When 
necessary, tonsil and adenoid opera¬ 
tions will be urranged for, but this 
organization cannot in the future 
undertake hospital cases for adults. 

In families where extra milk is 
needed this organization will, after due 
Investigation, supply the necessary 
amount to insure sufficient nourish¬ 
ment to the patient. 

This organization will now be also 
known as the Anti-Tuberculosis Asso- 
; elation of San Mateo county, and as 
such has been appointed by the state 
association to take charge of the 
Christmas seal sale. 

Seventy-five per cent of the funds 
obtained from the seal sale are ad¬ 
ministered by the organization which 
sponsors the sale. These funds will 
! be used for preventive tuberculosis 
work throughout the county. 

All cases reported to the Welfare 
and Public Health Service will be in- 
i vestignted by a field worker ac¬ 
credited by tlie state association, and 
relief will be administered according 
to her reports. Cases will be received, 
aided or dischargedjn the priority of 
application, irrespective of theii* lo- 
, cality in the county! No case favor¬ 
ably passed on by theSQcfd wurker will 
be refused aid until the seal sale 
funds are entirely exhausted. It is 
hoped that tlirougliffie generosity of 
the numerous private subscribers to 
the Welfare and Public Health Ser¬ 
vice, no worthy case will ever have to 
be refused.

That the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company will enlarge its shops and 
yards at Visitacion until they are the 
largest in the state, is one of the in¬ 
teresting developments of the last 
week. The contemplated extension of 
the yards become known when, a few 
days ago, a deed from Mrs. Susan B. 
Smith of Paris, France, to the rail¬ 
road company was filed for record 
with County Recorder T. C. Rice at 
Redwood City. The land adjoins that 
at present enclosed in the railroad 1 
yard and it is proposed to make this 
additional territory also part of the 
yards. 

With the addition of these twenty 
acres, the Southern Pacific now has 
at the Bay Shore yards the largest 
acreage occupied by yards and repair 
shops in California. 

The price pain for the property by 
the railroad was $10,000. 


J. J. Dowd, city recorder of South 
San Francisco and for many years a 
well-known citizen in this city, died 
Monday night at 9 o'clock of acute 
heart trouble.

Besides making an excellent sand¬ 
wich filling, peanut butter can be 
used to give flavor to a number of 
dishes that are cheap, easy to make, 
and very wholesome. The "butter,” 
which really is Just finely ground pea¬ 
nuts to which salt has been added, 
can be made at home very easily by 
putting freshly roasted peanuts 
through a meat grinder after the red 
skins have been removed from them. 
The machine should be adjusted to 
grind as fine as possible. If salt is 
added to the nuts before they are 
ground it is generally mixed in more 
thoroughly. The following recipes, 
which are a little out of the ordinary, 
are recommended by home economics 
specialists. 

, As a Substitute for Meat 

Meat substitutes, especially for 
luncheon or supper, have been found 
by many housekeepers to be a suc¬ 
cessful way of keeping down the food 
bill and of giving more variety to the 
meals. Peanut butter souffle has a 
rich, nutty flavor and fluffy texture 
and when made by this recipe sup¬ 
plies a little more protein and con¬ 
siderably more fuel than a pound of 
average beef. With eggs at 60 cents 
a dozen and peanut butter at 35 cents j 
a pound the materials will cost about - 
35 cents and will serve about four, 
persons. 

Peanut Butter Souflle 

2-3 cup peanut butter. 

1 cup tomato juice. 

% teaspoon onion juice. 

1 cup soft, stale bread crumbs. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

3 eggs.

A« Excellent Peanut Butter Recipe 

2 tablespoons butter. 

2 cups sugar. 

1 cup Karo syrup. 

2 cups unroasted peanuts.

Man With the Pack Keeps Cheerful 
Despite Hard Work Before and 
on Christmas Day. 


In Computing Interest on savings accounts, we 
have adopted the method used by the Associated 
Savings Banks of San Francisco. 

The Rules. 

For the purpose of computing Interest, the year 
ls divided Into four calendar quarters—January 1 to 
March 31, April 1 to June 30, July I to September 30, 
and October 1 to December 31. On deposits made 
during the first ten days of each quarteV, interest is 
allowed from the first day of the quarter. Deposits 
made after tho tenth day of each quarter must wait 
until the first of the next quarter before drawing 
Interest. On deposits withdrawn, Interest ls for¬ 
feited for the quarter during which they are with¬ 
drawn. 

Interest is payable seinl-annually on July 1 and 
January 1. Where an account is closed before 
dividend date, no interest ls allowed for the period 
since January 1 or July 1 last preceding. 

Withdrawals are charged first against most recent 
deposits and, when these have been exhausted, then 
against the Interest-bearing balance on hand at the 
^flrst of the quarter. This ls known as the quarterly 
method because Interest accrues quarterly, though 
payable semi-annually. It Is also known as the 
. Eastern method, because with alight modification it 
is generally used by the Eastern savings banks.

Usually, too, the persons he meets 
while on ills rounds greet him with a 
cheerful “Merry Christmas," making 
him forget his discontentment *at be¬ 
ing forced to go without his usual 
Christmas dinner, or being at home 
with his family and watching his chil¬ 
dren frolic uround the Christmas tree. 

The name of Santa Claus ls appro¬ 
priate for the postman. Many gifts, 
especially from out of town, reach 
their destination through his hands, 
and although It Is not recognized in 
many cases, he ls the real substitute 
for^the mythological St. Nicholas. 

Many strange articles find their 
way Into the postman’s bag during 

tfce holiday season. ecu ties and 
small pieces of wearing apparel seem 
to be most numerous, although chil¬ 
dren’s toys are also delivered in large 
numbers. 

This is a brief description of the 
postman’s Christmas. It is true he 
has not much time for enjoying the 
holiday except at night when he Is 
too tired to feel the real Christmas 
spirit to any great extent. However, 
let every one try to brighten his day 
by at least wishing him a “Merry 
Christmas” when we meet him on hla 
route.
